WHEN A COLONY SWARMS. 


Which Orders tlio Proceeding, tho Boo 


Queen or the \Vorkorn? 


A subject discussed in the columns of 


Tho American Boc Jotirnal, \vhioh elic- 
ited opinions from sumo of tho boat bco- 
kocpors of tho country, was which or- 
ders tho swnraiiiig—tho qnoeu or tho 
•workers. Saveu out of ~S apsirists nf- 
flrrnofl that the worker bees controlled 
tho proceedings, thi'co thought that the 
quoon loafls, several bolioved that both 
worked togothw, and two did nut know. 


W. M. Barnum said: "I don't know,' 


tint I think there is usually au under- 
standing between bees nud qnoeu. Pos- 
Bibly the beoa craato tho emergency, and 
tho qnoon gives tho signal." 


Dadout & Son said: "We think they 


aro unanimous on that point. The queen 
is angry because young queens aro 
roared, and tho bocs nro uncomfortable 
for want of room." 


Mrs. J. N. Heater expressed tlio opin- 


ion that, with a normal first swarm, tho 
queen is among tho last to leave tho 
hive, while with after swarms with vir- 
gin queens iho qnuou is about the first 
one to leave tho Jiivo. 


E. T. Abbott roiniivkod: "Neither of 


them. Tho economy of a boohivo i-i not 
managed on tho Dobs plan. Each one 
has u mind to work tho best she knows 
how, and when tho time comes for doing 
a thing they all do it without any or- 
dering! Tho workers generally go out, 
first, however. 


G. \V.' Domarco said: "Tho worker 


boos control tho wholo proceeding. Last 
season I wns watching for tho queen at 
tho entrance of u hive where tho bees 
wore in tho act of swarming, and tho 
qneen did not make her appoarauco un- 
til throo-quKi-ters of tho swarm was in 
tho nir, nud when i,ho did appear she 
was being hustled out by force of arms. 
I distinctly «iw an iroful worker bite 
her as she sullenly'vacated.' I once 
had nBwarmto issuo while I had the 
liivo open and saw the internal excite- 
ment, and Isawlho queen make repeat- 
ed attacks on a sealed queou coll, but 
tho guards stood firmly and oven used 
forco to drivo her away. Tho old idea 
that tho quue:i 'loads out tho swarm' 
looks romantic and all that, but it is 
not according to solid facts." 


Selection of Scud Corn. 


Securing KOCH! corn for tliis year's 


crop will bo a difficult task for many hi 
parts of tho western states. Tho remark- 
able drought' HO affected tho crop over 
largo regions that listlo of it is suitable 
for planting, even if any were matured. 
Especial caution should 
bu used in 


these cases. Tho general rule should bo 
to try to get seed from tho nearest re- 
gion having soil and climato much like 
that where the corn is to bo planted. 
There is n, growing conviction that, in 
caso of com as with animals, occasional 
crossing often increases productiveness 
and size. Evon if a corn grower is well 
satisfied with tho variety he is growing 
it niaybowtll to introduce a "little 
fresh blood" occasionally. 
Somo care- 


ful experiments have shown an increased 
yield from judicious crossing of varie- 
ties. 


Tho typo of corn to bo selector! will 


bo influenced proporly, not ouly by lat- 
itude, altitude mid soil, but by the pur- 
pose for which the crop is to be used. 
Thus inisuy cattle feeders in Illinois 
quite prefer varieties producing long, 
slender c:irs, partly because they liud 
such, oars butter for .feeding to cattle, 
cither when fed unhuskiid or broken. 
Where corn is to bo sold or fed after lio- 
iug shelled tho thicknussof tlio ear is of 
less importance. YVhilo tho ovidenoo of 
chemists is that tho feeding value of 
corn does not depend on tho color of tho 
kernels this is well worth taking into 
consideration. Different mnrk-ots prefer 
ouo or the other of tho two loading col- 
ors. 
Whore tho corn is to bo fed on tho 


farm, color is an unimportant point rel- 
ativoly.— JPriiirui Fanner. 


AS sons can KIKI) up dT> to 6u per cent 
of their weight of water n largo amount 
is stored for use of plants in dry weath- 
er. A Nebraska farmer of long expe- 
rience writing to Prairie Farmer says: 


For best results in Nebraska I would 


prefer to subsoil in autumu, though for 
20 years I have subsoilad in spring aa 
well as fall with good results. 
Our 


practice is to use three horses on lead 
stirring plow and carry niuo to ton 
inches. Follow with three strong horses 
on a subsoil plow, loosening tho bard 
soil seven to eight inches deeper and 
leaving it loosened in tho bottom of tho 
furrow. I prefer such subsoil plows as 
have adjustable beams (dial clevis is 
hardly sufficient), enabling the "off" 
borso of the three to walk in tho fnr- 
row, instead of on plowed soil. If work 
is done in the fall, Jnavo it rough and 
looso to catch tho snow. If this is done 
in spring, harrow each half day, or at 
least daily, to fine tho surface, prevent, 
clods aud hold moisturo. In tha culti- 
vation of orchards, small fruits nnd 
nursery stock on lauds properly pre- 
pared and then cultivated weekly I 
havo never known a complete failure, 
r.nd after trees aud plants aroonoo root- 


i cd moisturo enough has always boon 


hold to soouro fair growth of trees aud 
plants. 


If heavy rains do not fall to make 


tho soil sufficiently firm to enable tho 
moisturo to riso to tho surface, 'Jheii 
harrow or pnlvemo in any way open 
with tho tools at hand to tinu the isoil. 
Subsequent work in simply with any 
form of surface working machinery to 
prevent moisturo rising by capillary 
clear to tho surface and being evaporat- 
ed. 
Any tool which will keep two 


inches of tho surface loose will answer 
tlio purpose. Bo careful not to cultivate 
so deeply as to break roots. In localiites 
subject "to drought do noi; crowd tho 
trees or plants. Too many trees exhaust 
tho moisture, just as certainly as six 
cornstalks in a hill are too many. 
In 


1804 our orchard, 2$ by 28, worked each 
way with n disk pulverizer and har- 
rowed frequently, held n good supply of 
moisture until September, while tho or- 
chatd with rows 12 y. by 20 that could 
ouly bo worked 0110 way suffered. 


Nursery seedlings always receive fro- 


qr.cut cultivation with tho invariable 
result; that when followed by corn or 
grain a largo increase of yield is noted. 
In 1S01 corn following seedlings yielded 
105 bushels and 40 pounds per aero of 
fcholled corn. This, oil high prnirie and 
on a class o.f iaud that,with ordinary cul- 
tnro iu tho same year, gave uo inoro thau 
50 bushels per aero. 
With such prepa- 


ration aud culture nursery fields hold 
snflicionc moisturo for fair growth iu 
drycst years. Tho same methods applied 
to farm crops should give improved re- 
sults. 


Chinch TIIIRH nml Other rest*. 


Tho interest which has from tho first 


attached to Chancellor Snow's method 
for tho destruction of chinch bugs will 
certain ly bo augmented by his announce- 
ment at the annual meeting of tho Kau- 
nas state board o£ agriovtliure tliat it has 
been found that tlio sumo fungous dis- 
ease which has proved so efficient for 
chinch bugs is equally effective for bed- 
bugs, lice, grasshoppers and several 
other injurious insects. 


French scientists have, as stated by 


Chancellor Snow, applied tho white 
fungus to the destruction of tho Jargo 
white grub, which, living in rich sur- 
face soil, often does great damage to 
plants. H is strongly intimated that by 
the method of impregnating tho soil 
with tho whito fungus immunity may 
bo had from not Only chinch bugs, but 
also other insect pests. 


Com «"(t Cotton Worms. 


As explained by Rural New Yorker, 


•what is known as tho cutton worm con- 
fines its work almost entirely to tho 
cotton Holds of tho south. It is a differ- 
ent insect from what is known as tho 
boll worm in tho south, nud t-his boll 
worm is tho corn worm of both northern 
and southern cornfields. 
In tho north 


this boll worm also works in tomatoes 
_ usually in the fruits— and in tho pods 
of puns. 
Thus tho cotton worms and 


boll worms aro different kinds of species 
of insects— Hit tho adults of both arc 
moths— ami it is tho boll worm which 
works on corn, tomatoes, etc., in tho 
north. Tho cotton worm rnrely occurs 
very far north of Mason and Dixon's 
lino.

The seasons of 1SOO aud 1SO-1 have 


impressed tho value of thorough work 
vory forcibly on tho progressive farmers 
of tbowost. 
While tho great advan- 


tages to bo gained from somo form of 
irrigation nro evident, not nil are locat- 
ed to readily "so tho help of irrigation; 
hcuco improved methods of preparing 
tl-O soil to store up and conserve niois- 
turo aro in order. The nursery mon west 
of tho Missouri nro already familar with 
the marked advantages of deep work in 
plowing land intended for trees and 
plants. It is observed among those or- 
ohnrdists who practice deep preparation 
of tho soil that butter root growth and 
healthier trees aro obtained in dry sea- 
sons than wet. 
Tho dry season invites 


trees to root deeply in tho subsoilod 
land, and tho absence of rain compels 
such frequent surface cultivation as 
shall aerate tho soil and hold all mois- 
ture given by rain for tho tiso of trees 
and plants cultivated. Snbsoiling to the 
depth of 1C to IS inches allows tho snows 
and raius of winter nud spring to soak 
into the soil, instead of miming

'LOOMS IN THE SOUTH. 


A Rapidly Growlne Industry »nd It« Ad- 


•rantaftoii FOP Capitalist*—One Story Cot- 
ton Mllla Equipped Witli the Latent and 
Beit Machinery.

P. Huntington told a Now York reporter 
tho other day that i£ ho wore a young man 
with tlOO.OOO liewould, go to Africa, buy 
rubber aud make a million. 


A number of northern people disagree

make a fortnno by building cotton miUs 
in the south. 


Why?' 
Because they have found that those mlLs 


nro making money. It la u fact that every 
plant In tho southern states today -which 
is turning out cotton clotli with modern 
machinery is paying a profit to owners. 
This is a sweeping statement, but it haft 
been vcrlilcd by careful inquiry. Divi- 
dends have been put away by tho owners 
ranging from 4 to £2 per cent on a year s 
business, while enough profit remained to 


. udd » handsome sum in many canes to tho 


company's credit balanco or surplus. To 
.throw in afow figures at this point, J» 
' factories in eight southern states repre- 
senting $0,339,000 cash investment aver- 
aged 8 per cent each in dividends recently 
declared from n year's business. Naturally 
cuoh success has stimulated cotton jnanu- 
factnring, and the -n*ord of now mills 
built furnishes somo remarkable figures. 
For instance, in tho 13 southern states 
four years ngo, or in 1890, but £55 wore In 
operation; since that ttnio nearly 200 more 
have been built, Today»bout«0aroturn- 
ing out dozens of viirieilcs of cotton goods 
hv tho use of 3,100,000 splmllcsaud .0,000 
loW. They represent about ?109,000,000 
of investment, while in 1800 tho valuation 
of these plants complete was between $01,- 
000,000 and 502,000,000, according to sta- 
tistics compiled by tho Baltimore. Manufnc- 
t.urers1 Eccord, the leading authority on 
Tils subject.

companies combined will invest about S-l,- 
600 000 Of their money in (.ho south, and 
most of them have determined to tako tins 
step within the lost year, simply because 
they have thoroxiphly Investigated the 
reason thcso mill companies in Dixie can 
do business and have found that they can 
make cotton duck, sheeting, etc., and sell 
nt figures which are profitable 10 them. 


Why con they do it? This can bo an- 


swered in a low words. To begin with, tho 
mills aro practically in tho cotton fields 
and can salect tho best grades at from S3 
to $4 per bale, estimating freight rates to 
tho north, less than northern companies 
must pny. Experts estimate that tho 
south has"B per cent in its favor, because 
tho temperature Is more favorable to spin- 
ning1 than in the north. Ground costs 
much less aud building material is much 
cheaper than in tho north. 
Soft coal for 
> 


fnel can bo had for 50 to 75 cents per ton | 
less than In other sections, while little fuel 
is nsed for heating. This applies to steam 
power mills. Water power is cheaper than 
in tho north. But perhaps tho greatest ad- 
vantage lies in timo and wages. Employ- 
res of southern mills average 00 hours per 
week, or nearly 10 per cent longer thim in 
tho north, while their wages range from 20 
to 25 per cent less, principally because they 
can live so much more cheaply in the 
couth, often getting houses rent, free from 
tho companies for which Fall River spin- 
Tiers would have to pay $10 to ?10 pel- 
month. For instance, the pay roll of a fac- 
tors- near Charlotte, N. C., employing 'JO 
hands, of whom 30 aro meu and 'boys nnd 
the rest women aud girls, Is but SH50 per 
week, perhaps tlio lowest of any mill in 
This country. 
With thcso advantages and 


remembering the fact that tho modern 
mills south of tho Susquelmnna river have 
Iho best New England and European ma- 
chinery, the render can readily sen why 
this cotton making question has aroused 
so much interest and why theso Industries 
can be operated down south at a prout 
when they would lose money elsewhere. 


And thcso mills aro queer looking struc- 


tures to people accustomed to seeing tho 
creat seven and eight story piles ot brick 
nnd stone scattered along tho rivers and 
creeks 'from Long Island sound to the 
lakes of Maine. Few nro more than fwo 
stories high except in tho southern cities, 
and many firo only one. Land is cheap, 
aud it costs less to build in this way than 
to go higher In tho air, while lire will tlo 
less damage, aud elevators and other hoist- 
ing apparatus aro unnecessary. Many a 
mill company in tho Carolina* and Georgia 
never paid aceut for tho sites of then- 
buildings and operate free from taxes. 
Sometimes tho traveler through tho Pied- 
suont section of tho south sees a big brick 
stack apparently in tho midst of a forest. 
On nearer approach ho finds a cotton fac- 
tory running to its full capacity Ina clear- 
ing in tho pine woods with no other build- 
ing within amiloof it. Ou orailroad switch 
before ono of its doors are several freight 
cars loaded with coarse, or fine sheeting 
rcndv to go to New York. On tho other 
sitlo of tho long low building aro a halt 
dozen mule carts, each with a bale of cot- 
ton, picked perhaps within two miles of tlio 
mill, literally whlto as snow. It goes into 
tho recoivwrs, presses, carders, is taken up 
bv the spindles, wound on tho rapidly re- 
volving spools, passes to tin) looms and 
)K«rhaps in 2-1 hours is ready for shipment 
as cloth. 
. 
"Sometimes one finds clusters of mills in 


sections perhaps io miles square, such as 
Guston county, N. C. In tho northwest- 
ern corner of South Carolina is what is 
called» "cotton mill belr." which includes 
about 20 of tho best plants in the south. 
Tho many water power sites and tho lino 
grade of cotton attracted such annmbor or 
companies to this point. Tho Pclzer, tho 
largest plant in tho south, is in this group. 
It comprises two mills with about 105,000 
spindles. 
The first mill was built in J8S8 


nnd has 55,000 spindles. The second was 
built almost entirely from tho profits made 
out of tho lirst. Tho company earned from 
"0 to 05 per. cent net for a series of years, 
which furnished tho surplus to build tho 
mill mentioned. Another of thoso com- 
panies—the Piedmont—started with SSoO,- 
000 capital. In six years it cleared §350,- 
000 for a surplus to enlarge its capacity, be- 
sides paying stockholders 0 per cent.divi- 
dend yearly. In this belt 50,500,000 cap- 
ital has been invested, principally by south- 
ern men, in tho mills, which have earned 
dividends ranging from 8 to 23 per cent, 
although thcso dividends aro not declared, 
part of the money being used for a fund 
for improvements, etc. 
Every southern cotton mill is operated 


by white labor principally.

It was built two 
years ago by tho progressive municipal 
party here, wfco evidently believe in giving 
tho hard up Iioudoner a show.

0" going in through tho door you find 


yourself in a long, wido hallway. At ono 
end of this to the right is tho sitting and 
reading room ; at tho othor end to the loft 
is tho dicing and cooking room. Half 
way up toward tho dining room is » grocer 
shop, presided over by a fair haired Eng- 
lish 'girl with bluo eyes, whoro tho mem 
may buy provisions at the lowest rates go- 
ing in London.

First I took in tho sitting, room. It is 


very big and was well filled with-men who 
wore lounging and standing about, read- 
ing and writing at tho fables or. smoking 


tho Fleet prison. Surely the men I saw 
here were liko tn the men lie described and 
circumstanced like them. They were debt- 
ors also—debtors to fate nnd to tho social 
system. Here were men of all sorts, the 
actor, tho artist, the gentleman, tho me- 
chanic, tho laborer. 
You heard English 


spoken vilely, and you heard it spoken per- 
fectly 
Hero were men who had about 


them the air ot a perfect manner—that air 
that civil never bo lost. And he.rc was tlio 
poor, uncouth clown whose soul and spirit 
had been crushed out of him by low, bru- 
talizing labor—that terrible, monotonous 
drudgery about which lying hypocrites, 
who never do any of it, say there is a dig- 
nity. Aye, they wore all hero, theso men, 
linked together," mmlo brothers by the tin 
of poverty. Upon all their heads was put 
a curse because they possessed no gold—n 
curse compared with which tho curse that 
was put upon the head of tho murderer 
Coin was a blessing. 


Mv heart, my sympathies, went out to 


these men. 1 was of them, was at ono 
with them—I who had gone into their 
mldsttocarnapiecoof bread by writing 
a description ot them. 


Yarious were 'the conversations that 


were, going ou. A navvy dressed is a fus- 
tian jacket nnd corduroy trousers and 
wearing a pair of .heavy hobnailed shoes 
was telling another of the difficulty ol 
getting a job in London; a weazened, holt 
starved looking clerk was saying that ho 
hndbeen out of work for ten weeks; a beg- 
gar was describing the case with which ho 
could get coppers; a tall, distinguished 
looking man, who wore shabby genteel 
clothes and a soiled top hat, was telling a 
young lookingmanof the glories of Patti a 
matchless singing—how ho had heard her 
in tho days long gone, thoso grand old 
days that were not, to como again.

From there I went into the dining anil 


cooking room. This room is larger yet 
than the sitting room, and to mo it was 
much more cheerful.

Thcywero either 
cooking or eating. Tho cooking range is 
•the biggest I have over scon. I should 
judge its dimensions to bo fully 1G foot in 
length, 3M feet in height and Wi feet 
across. 
At least 30 men may cook their 


victuals upon it at once.

overestimate its room giving capacity. 
It is built of bricks and is topped off 
with thick iron plating, which gives 
out a heat of a stcaily temperature, Uio 
best sort of a hoot for cooking.

There was a 


gypsyish flavor about tho whole thing. 
Somehow I was put in mind of the cook- 
ing in camn away out in California or up 
In British Columbia. I felt that I'd have 
liked to tako a hand and cook a meal for 
myself. 
As you enter tho door of tho dining 


room there, is a small room o£f to tho loft 
In which 324 food safes aro kept. In them 
tho men put what is left over from their 
meals. They arc all numbered off, :iud for 
sixpence a man gets a key with a brass 
chock attached to it, upon which is tho 
number corresponding to tho number ot 
his safe. 
This sixpence In given back to 


him when ho gives up'the key. In the 
dormitory, a flight above, the rooms ore 
numbored off in tho someway. Thus.a 
man, If he, has the money, may always 
keep the same room. Each room Is pro- 
vided with »locker. The lavatory system 
Is very good indeed. Thero Is an abun- 
dance of coap aud water and towels. For a 
penny a man can get a hot bath such as 
ho would have to pay a quarter for' in tho 
TTr,it™i stjitfts.

When 


tho 0"gs are extruded from the female, be- 
twcen t'ho months of April and September, 
they are already fertilized by tho male. 
They aro covered with a viscous secretion, 
which causes them to stick together, and 
also to tho long, flee hair, or swimmercts, 
of tho abdomen. Tho number of eggs 
varies from 1,000 to 20,000, and after they 
aro a few days old tho skin of tho egg

They aro now a prey for many kinds of 


fishes and do not even hesitate to devour 
each other. But tho carapace, or Kheu, 
soon begins to fnrro, and after a very lit- 
tle time tho young crustacean finds bis 
wav to his natural homo at tlio bottom of 
somo shelving rack. The shell is formed 
in a very curious manner. 
v_llll.,. 
It consists of a 


mucous e^udatiorTfrom tho body of tho 
lobster itself and contains a largo propor- 
tion of calcareous or limy manor. This 
shell is so inelustio that when the animal 
prows its covering becomes too small, and 


it does not exuviate, so that wo sometimes 
find old lobsters whoso shells are covered 
all over with barnacles. 


Tills process of exchanging tho shell.is 


accomplished with great pain and diffi- 
culty to tho lobster, as tho Increased limba 
have to bo drawn from the now too small 
shells of the claws, legs, etc. When the 
exuviation begins, tho shell of tho body of 
tho animal splits down tho back to the 
toil, .and tho soimliqnid flesh is withdrawn 
from the shell. Then tho Jobstcr drags it- 


preparing the food. 
While tho process of 


crushijig'the shells and preparing the flesh 
of the bivalves is going on the little horns 
on tho end of the tail and also those on the 
thorax show their usefulness by holding 
the prey or food while the claws ore doing 
the slaughtering and butchering work. 


Connected with this use of the claws, 


and also witli reference to their utility ill 
defense and attack, it is highly interesting 
to observe the remarkable faculty for re- 
pairing injuries which is possessed by tho 
lobster 
For instance, when a claw is in- 


jured, while crushing slmlLs or daring a 
fight, the limb at once, suups off at r-he sec- 
ond joint, where the diameter us least, and 
tho animal does r.ot seem to suffer tho 
slightest inconvenience from tho loss. Tho 
limb fllls one at the next exuviation, but 
in i lie case of a full grown lobster tho loss 
is never supplied. 


Lobsters are endowed with a very well 


developed sense of smell, und for this reason 
they avoid o-s much as possible those parts 
of tho bottom where decomposing animal 
mutter lies unless It becomes accessary, 
through lack of their natural food, to have 
recourse to that unsavory (Hot. This sense 
also enables them to discover the proxim- 
ity of ninny of their enemies. 


Concerning these holes or retreats there 


exists n very interesting iteni in the life, 
anil habits of the. lobster. 
Every lobster 


builds or scoops out a homo for himself in 
tho mud or Kind beneath some shelving 
rock. 
Tho claws and leprs play no part in 


tho digging operation—in fact, it is solely 
owing to (.iiowouderfulcontractablc power 
of thu tail, somewhat akin to that pos- 
sessed by tho Iranian fingers, that the 
work of excavation is done. Iho tail Is 
first; drawn up with as much mud or sand 
as possible iu its curved orspooulikeform; 
the animal then jerks tho tail suddenly 
forward, throwing out tho sand and at the 
samo time drawing the animal farther into 
tho cavity, and so on until the retreat is 
largo enough. 
These holes aro primarily intended for 


shelter during the period of exuviation, 
but they also serve ns refuges at other

There ore 
lots of respectable women, too, whohovo 
begged and cajoled their husbands, broth- 
ers or cousins into bringing them to these 
restaurants simply to behold this beauty 
show. Hero, too, you may ECO a crowd of 
theatrical people, hurrying in with the 
makeup scarcely washed .from their faces, 
low comedians, dancors, living pictures. 


To see an entirely different class of peo- 


ple go in somo day to ft restaurant on 
West Sixteenth street. Hero come in hun- 
dreds the breadwinners, tho self support- 
inT women of Now York.
